Wright, at Memphis, Teno., KENTUCKY 
a fow days ago stated that Presl-| 
dent Hoosevelt did not dine with 
Hooker 'I'. Washington. "That 
statement was false," replied Hen. 
Wright, to the intense astonish- 
ment of tbpee present. "Now, as 
you all know, I am a Hemocrnt.md 
havo never voted any other ticket 
In my life. For tho past twenty- 
three years, however, I havo been 
a resldeatof Wasblr.gtou, and have 
had no opportunity of exorcising 
my franchise; but when a man 
has been so woefully misunder- 
stood, even If he is my political op- 
ponont, I bellevo It a duty to set 
the matter right before tbe people, 
"The whole truth ol the matter 
is this: President lto isevelt had 
been anxious for some time to ob- 
tain » truthful light on the situa- 
tion in the South. Finally, at the 
suggestion uf a number of South- 
ern and Northern men of both pol- 
itics, he sent a tnossagu to Hooker 
Washington asking him to come 
to tho capital for a conference re- 
garding thn negro, his needs and 
his capabilities. Washington came, 
anil Ihe conference, which was 
Started In the President's execu- 
tive office and was changed to his 
private Offloe berauso of repeated 
interruptions, continued for five 
hours. 

"In the midst of the conference 
between tbe President and Wash- 
ington, lunch was sent to the Kx- 
SCUttve of the Nation. Desiring 
to continue the conversation, and 
rather than lose thu tlmo necessa- 
ry lor Washington to go to lunch, 
President Hoosevelt thereupon or- 
dered that lunch bo perved to the 
negro educator in tho same room.

Cox, has been pOI t master of In 
dlanola, a prosperous town in Mis 
glppi, ami the white residents have 
been making such a kick about it 
that she sent In her resignation 11 
few days ago. President lloose- 
volt Instructed (ho Postmaster 
General to not accept the resigna- 
tion. The woman closed up the of- 
fice, refusing to serve longer, and 
the President has ordered all mall 
for that plaoo to be sent hereafter 
to Greenville, a town tl miles dis 
tant. Indlanclais the county spat 
orsunllowor county, while Green- 
ville is the county seat of Wash- 
ington county. The rulo in case 
of the discontinuance of an office is 
todellvcr the mail to the nearest 
office. There are several offices 
nearer than Greenville and on the 
same line of railroad, but TeddJ 
evldontly Intends to punish the 
white people of Indlanola Severely 
for kicking about having a colored 
postmaster to handle their mail. 

He claims that she is a compe- 
tent postmaster and that her res- 
ignation Is forced by the demands 
and threats of the white people. 
The cabinet had a long discussion 
over the matter and tho Presi- 
dent announced this action after- 
waul. 

A later dispatch from Washing- 
ton says : 

"President Hoosevolt's action In 
the Indianola, Miss., post-office 
case Is regarded by Southern mem- 
bers of Congress today as closely 
bordorlng upon the outrageous. 
The Idoa of closing up a post-office 
•nd donying to the citizens of a 
town the use of the 1'nited States 
mails simply because a few mis- 
guided men have .-cared the negro 
postmaster out of the office hardly 
seems credible. If a caso can be 
made out against those who have 
injijjiidated and threatened, there 
would be no objection to legal pros- 
ecution, but to make a whole com- 
munity suffer on accojnt of the ac- 
tion of a few members of tho so- 
called "lawless element," passes 
the understanding of Intelligent 
citizens. 

Unquestionably the President 
bad no moro right to practically 
discontinue the Indianola posl- 
offlce than he would to close, the 
New York City post-office. Had 
a slmillar case arisen In the latter 
city, the. President would have 
promptly designated some one to 
act In the postmaster's place, and 
this Is what ho should do In the 
smaller Mississippi town. The 
White House statement also tries
